LORAN EUGENE HALL 

On July 9, 1959, Ruben Miro Guardia, Miami, adised 
that in April, 1958, ho was detained by Cuban Police in Havana, 
Cuba. During his detention he net a United States citizen 
named Loran Hall, who was also under detention at the tine, 
Hall, a white male, approzinately 30 years of age, 3“ 10" tali, 
black hair, said he was from the State of Kansas, and had served 
ia the United States Arzed Forces for about six years. Hall 
told Miro that he had arrived in cuba in about March, 1959, and 
had subsequently been contacted by Camilo Cienfuegos, a Cuban 
Rebel Army Commander. Cienfuegos wanted Hall to train a group 
of men who were going to Participate in an invasion of Ricaragua. 
Ball clained he trained a group of wen on a farm known as La 
Lisa, lecated near Havana. Rall said the food for tho trainces 
Game fren the Cuban Military Stare Headquarters, ca the orders 
of Cienfuegos. 


Mire stated that Ball said he vas arrested on April &, 
2958, by cuban autor it ies, oo alleged Ball was suspected of 
being an FBI Agent. Oa Hiro! departure from Cuba on July 7, 
1959, Hall was still in the custedy of Cuban authorities, but 
Miro believed that Hall was Being to be released and depsrted 
te the United states. ;

: Source stated Hall and Howard unde a trip to Cali- 
forria several noaths ago in an attempt to collect money by repre- 
senting themselves as representatives of an anti-Castro sovenent. 
Is is doubtful they collected any sizable amount of money. Their 

i practice is to contact local chapters of the John Birch Society, 

elaining they are anti~communist freedom fighters, and ask for 

money te carry on their work. They do obtain sone money this vay, 
and use the money for living expenses. 


In October, 1963, Hall and Seymour visited Dallas, Texas, 
trying to collect money donations under the guise of represent ing 
anti-Castro organizations. Among the persons they contacted vas 
Lester R. Logue, 628 Meadows Building, Dallas, a geologist. it 
48 unknown 41 Logue gave them any money, but he has, in the vast, 
sade contributions to Hiami mercenarien. 
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on December 8, 1963, seuree advised Hall has not 
been seen around Hiani fer about a month, and his present where- 
abouts is ushecun. 


WILLIAH HOUSTON SEYHOUR 


Tue above source advised that Seynour arrived in 
Miani about two years ago, during the tire Hemming operated a 
training camp in the Ylorida Everglades for Cuban exiles, 58 
ur is described as being fron California, a white male, about 
23 years old, 5° 6” tall, 145 pounds, 1/Ght brown hair, single, 
uneuployed, and his present address in kiani is unknown. on 
December 4, 1962, United States Customs, Miami, arrested Seynour 
and 12 other Anerican adventurers at Marathon, Florida, for vio~ 
lation of Title 18, United States Code, Section 371, for con- 
Spiring to illegally export arms, and Title 22, United States 
Code, Section 1934, for tllegally exporting arms. On January 21, 
1963, Judge David Dyer, United States Listrict Court, Kiani, 
Gismissed the above charges. 


Source advised the Cuban Revolutionary Couneil (CRC) 
is a unity group of anti-Castro organizations; Manuel Antenio de 
Varena, former Prine Minister of Cuba, is the head of tue cc, 
tne om Botifol was formerly in charge of public rolatioas fer 


Scurce advised it is a rule of the CRC to not adit 
Anerfeans as nenbers; many adventurers and mercenaries visit the 
CRC, offering their services, but they are always refused. Source 
advised that varena and Geraldo Guesada, Military Chief of the 


oy: personnally disliked Hall and Seymour, and will have nothing 


do with them. n
